Were 
the penalty of such a murder, death, and 
the people would have the assurance that 
the criminal could not escape the law, 
there would be less provocation for an out­ 
raged community to take the law into its 
own hands. It would give it tho satisfac­ 
tion that the fiendish murder would meet 
with 
swift 
justice, and this 
would 
prevent any unlawful outbreak. When 
a community is shocked by such a murder 
as that of little Sandy White, it feels the 
need of more severe punishment than that 
which is furnished by confinement in a 
modern Stale prison, and hence the almost 
uncontrollable desire to resort to violence. 
If capital punishment wa9 reinstated in 
Wisconsin, as it should be, we would have 
lo is of the outbreaks which have reflected 
no honor upon this State. 


A FALSE URY. 
It is asserted that Mr. Jenkins is a tem­ 
perance man. How th** can be and he a 
Democratic candidate, may ear*© general 
surpr ne. but it :s said, however, that be is 
roily an exception to the idle and that 
be actually believes in temperance refrain.

CHICAGO GOSSIP. 
Chi JAGO, Oct. 6 —The suicide mania in 
this city and vicinity, Is assuming alarming 
proportions. 
Hardly a day passes now, 
but from one to bali dozen, leaves this 
world by their own band, for tho unknown 
beyond. Husbands either shoot or poison 
their wives, and thea end their own ex­ 
istence, or else wives murder 
their hus­ 
bands,—then hang themselves. 
Young 
men and women are found floating in the 
rlyer"or lake, 
miserable 
evidences of 
wicked and wretched lives. 
A German, Anton La Motte, committed 
suicide, by banging, last Tuesday. He had 
butju9t returned from visiting his first 
wife's grave, and made up his mind he 
could not live without her. His second 
wife was out of the city. 
When she re­ 
turned, she attempted to poison herself. 
Both had grown sons and daughters. 
A Mrs Belle Morley, wile of a book­ 
keeper at the stockyards, committed sui­ 
cide last Wednesday by poison. 
Annio 
Smith, a married woman, 22 years old, 
jamped into the river, at Erie street bridge 
She was rescued. however. Harry Kevell. 
a coachman on Prairie Avenue attempted 
bls own life with a revolver, but did not 
succeed. He was temporarily insane as all 
that class of persons are. 
In my last, I mentioned some of the evil 
influences at work, which help to ruin 
hundreds of our young men. The young 
ot both sexes, in this city, are growing up 
amid tho ruin of companions, and appar­ 
ently unconscious of the daily happenings 
around them. Men with great trusts com * 
muted to their care, are continually betray 
lag the confidence of others, as defaulters, 
gamblers, drunkards, and all other vices, 
until at last a suicide's grave opens to re­ 
ceive them, or a long term of imprison­ 
ment in the penitentiary, which is often­ 
times worse than death, dome love power, 
and the bauble reputation, and eventually 
become degraded, helpless demagogues— 
character lost, influence lost—ruined. 
Farmers should use their utmost eodeav 
or to keep their boos on the farm. 
They 
little know the temptations to be met and 
conquered in city lite. 
It is one ot the 
worst places in the world for the young 
and strictly honorable lives are of rare 
occurrence. 
Honor, prosperity and suc­ 
cess, are only found in 
certain paths, 
strictly followed, and deviation leads to 
ruin and disgrace. 
"Bibles for sale cheap,” is the notice in 
rroDt of some bookstores, one prominent 
look seller told me that for one Bible he 
sold 999 other works, such as novels and 
hunting adventures were purchased. 
The amount of certificates held in New 
York, against this city, i9 $222,000 ; the 
lolders were telegraphed by the Comp­ 
troller last week, that they would be paid 
on presentation. 
At present, there are over 3,000 licensed 
saloons in the city—an increase of over 
GOO since last spring, and every day adding 
to the number.

Chronology of Inventions. 


From Manufacturer and Builder. 
173G—The first steam engine built, after 
the Newcomen type, for the Schuyler cop­ 
per minesj 
1772—Another similar engine made for 
a factory in Philadelphia. 
1785—Oliver Evans, of Philadelphia, 
introduced steam power to drive a flour­ 
mill and a brick-yard. 
*1785—James Ramsey propelled a vessel 
on the Potomac river by the reaction of the 
water.. 
1787—Perkins invented a nail-cutting 
machine, which could make 200,000 nails 
per day. 
1788— John Fitch navigated the Dela­ 
ware river with the first steamboat, 
1791—Whitney’s cotton gin invented. 
179G—Benjamin Thompson, otherwise 
Count Rumford, discovered that there is 
no such thing as a caloric fluid, but that 
heat is a peculiar mode of motion of the 
material particles of bodies, and thus laid 
the foundation of the modern theory of the 
conservation of forces. 
1797—Benjamin Thompson invented a 
brush making machine. 
1797—Amos Whittemore introduced a 
machine for making the cards used in cot­ 
ton and woolen manufacture. 
17u8—Robert McKean patented the first 
steam saw-mlll. 
1799—Oliver Evans, of Philadelphia, 
made the first high-pressure steam-engine, 
and built a steam-carriage, which, howev­ 
er, was not a success. 
1804—Colonel John Cox Stevens invent­ 
ed the screw propeller, the model of which 
is still at tho Hoboken (N. J.) Institute for 
Engineers. 
18(11—Oliver Evans built a paddle wheel 
steamer, to ply on the Delaware and 
Schuylkill rivers, driven by a double-acting 
high-pressure engine; also adapted for 
land conveyance. 
1300—Thomas Blanchard, of Massachu­ 
setts) invented a tack making machine, 
which made 30,000 tacks per hour.

Goo<'’*icl&'s A nsw er to “J n Im portant

We have been charged in the Gazette 
with some severe things, but never before 
by the "Lord’’ with lying ! 
We are r Hounded ; and hasten to arise 
and explain; and world prelude by rlying, 
Oh, “Lord” have we not served thee, and 
in thy name sought to secure delegates 
that would support thee; hence why host 
thou set down on us ?

ton is concern J. 
We met Dr. Lord at the assembling of 
the caucus, m the presence of Hon. R. T. 
Howell; and, promptly proposed the fol­ 
lowing proposition; to which the good 
natured Doctor most cordially absented. 
A s to the character of tips compact we 
w°l give Mr. Powell’s own version of it r<? 
he voluntarily called our attention to it, 
in a letter dated Sept. 2Gtb, 1879; which 
was betoro there bad any question arisen 
regarding it: 
“The Doctor came to my house Tuesday morn­ 
ing and I went with him to the towns of Harmo­ 
ny and Johnstown, to introduce him to the lead­ 
ing men of these tow as, not to make capital 
against you, bat simply that he might make their 
acquaintance, as he know none of them. He told 
thorn that he waa a candidate and that there was 
the b^'tof f ’ ilng between you and I arr ‘’elf, that he 
would go into tne Convention with eight dele­ 
gates, live irom Fulton and three Lorn Porter 
(Porter having instructed her delegates to go for 
him) and lf alter lr oklag the ground over they 
could do anything for him he woald be obliged. 
“To this I assented, upon the unders*lading 
(as yon will recollect) thai i f y i i ccu’d get year 
town and sh mid lee I, Lord should carry /de dc le­ 
ge im for you ar ii wsa Versa; but not ll Clarke 
won.” Therefore,you wiil see Lord ha'Yng a 
certainty of eight votes and you at that time 
none, he was anxious to meet these men and let 
them make (up (their minds in regard to him. 
The above italics are ours.) 
“Now Ezra the reason why I was not a dele 
gate was because I was your friend. 
“Three days before thecaucus Lord asked me 
to be a delegate. Hold him I could not; arter 
being released by yourself, I told Lord I would 
be a candidate if he desired. He said the dele­ 
gates have been agreed upon by my friends aud I 
cannot change them without giving offence to the 
one left oat/*

in an interview had the following conver­ 
sation,, in substance, which we can eub- 
siaaciate by unquestionable evidence. 
Question—“It seems Doctor that you 
and Mr. Goodrich are competing candi­ 
dates?”

The H an's Condition To*bay. 


Last Saturday a mao named Dr. J. K. 
James, clalmiug to be a brother of the 
well adversed Dr. James of Chicago,
